RUMOKS ON THE STREET 


Who Will Succeed Mr. Garrett as President 
of the B. & O. 

New York, September 6.—There were num- 
berless rnmors on Wall street today in regard 
to the presidency of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
it being generally conceded that at the next 
election, which takes place in November, Rob- 
ert Garrett will be sueceeded by Vice-President 
Spencer or A. J. Cassett. John Newell, presi- 
dent of the Lake Shore, was also mentioned as 
being a candidate for the presidency, but this 
is denied by the Vanderbilt people. The point 
upon which more interests attaches,however, is 
whether the deal will be followed by a sale of 
the telegraph to the Western Union. J. Pierre- 
pont Morgan refused to deny the rumors that 
the statement in regard toanother deal, proba- 
bly including a settlement of the telegraph 
war, would be madein afew days. He said, 
however, that there were no new developments 
to record today. 

The Sun tomorrow will publish an interview 
with Vice-President Spencer, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, in relation to the contlicting 
statements published yesterday and today in 
regard to the status of the property and its 
actual relations to the syndicate and other 


| trunk lines. 


“What foundation is there for the statement 
that your road has passed into the control of a 
syndicate, of which Pierpont Morgan is the 


‘The statement is absolutely without found- 
The syndicate does not want control. 
It simply desires that the same relations shall 
exist between the Baltimore and Ohio and 
other trunk lines that now obtain between, 
say the Pennsylvania railroad and Reading, 
and the Exie and New York Central.” - 

Mr. Spencer said that this had been dis- 
tinctly reatiirmed this morning in a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Morgan. The syndicaté had the 
greatest interest now in the growth and pro- 
gress of the Baltimore and Ohio. To secure 
this growth and progress absolute independence 
of other corporate predominance is essential, 
and the road must be worked in the interest of 
the cities and territory it reaches. This “‘con- 
dition of harmony,’’ he added, ‘‘is easily ob- 
tainable, andis as much in the interest of the 
Baltimore and Ohio than is any other line.”’ 
There is no agreement or stipulation that the 

tcading and New Jersey Central contracts 
with the Baltimore and Obio shall in 
any way be interfered with; in fact, 
they cannot be without the consent of all three 
corporations, Which are parties to them, as 
they are legal and binding upon all of them, 
There is no truth in the statem «nt that $4,000,- 
000 Baltimore angi Ohio-obligations were lifted 
on September Ist. No such amount was due, 
and nae was no pressure upon the company 
at the time. ‘The loan secured through the 
syndicate was for future use, and the proceeds 
will be used only as needed.”’

A Fight in Which Winchester Rifles Did Ne

ALBurQquerque, N. M., September 6--A 
desperate shooting occurred Sunday night’ at 
Holbrook, Apache county, Arizona, in which 
Andy Cooper and a half-brother, named 
uel Blevins, were killed by Sheriff Owens, 
John Blevins and Mose B. Roberts wounded, 
the former slightly, the latter mortally. 
Monday of last week Sheriff Owens learned 
that four. men had arrived in Holbrook and 
were residing ina small house near the ta@il- 
road track,armed with Winchesters. The offi- 
cer started alone to arrest the desperadoes. 
Arriving at the house he knocked, and upon 
the door being opened by Cooper, the officer in- 
formed him he had a warrant for his arrest. 
The reply he received wasa bullet, — 
passed through the sheriff’s coat, without 
juring him. The fire was returned and Cooper 
felldead. The shooting then became general, 
Owens took a position ata window, shooting 
all three of the men inside the house.

SLASHING THE RATES. 


The Wabash Railroad Cut Passenger Rates 
to the Southwest. 


Cuicaco, September 6.—The Wabash Rafl- 
way company threw a bombshell in western 
passenger circles yesterday by announcing @ 
rate of $6 between Chicago and Kansas City, 
a cut of £6.50, the regular established rate be- 
ing $12.50. This cuts the St. Louis passenger 
rate from $7.50 to $6, and will, if persisted ‘In, 
completely demoralize all western and south- 
western passenger tariffs. The cut was 
brought about by trouble over harvest excur- 
sion rates. All of the western lines agreed to 
adopt a certain form of ticket for special ex- 
cursions, but the Chicago and Alton, as it 
claims, by mistake, printed its tickets accord- 
ing to the old form in use last year. As acon- 
sequence the scalpers got hold of a lot of Alton 
tickets and used them to cut the regular rate. 
The Wabash refused to take the explanation 


that it was a mistake, and made an open Pate.

Rey. Dr. Tappert then announced that he 
had received a letter. from Cardinal Rambollo, 

apal secretary of state, giving the pope’s 
Jlessing to the convention. 

At Dr.Tappert’s call the audience responded 
with three rousing cheers for Pope Leo XIII. 

Rector Ferdinand Handt,of St. Peters, Ind., 
spoke on the ‘‘German Catholics of the United 
States.’’ 

Joseph Jessing, editor of a Catholic paper 
at Columbus, Ohio, took up the subject of 
‘The mission of German Catholic schools in 
the United States.’”’ He declared it was nec- 
essary to stick to the German mother tongue. 
He unhesitatingly declared that Catholics 
wanted to influence the school system of this 
country in accordance with their principles. 

The social question was discussed by Rector 
Wilhem Robins, of Covington, Ky. He did 
not believe the problem could be solved by ex- 
isting labor organizations, because they were 
composed of loosely-connected masses, united 
by no principle but selfishness and personal 

yantage. 

The session concluded with the reading of a 
letter of congratulation from Herr Winkhorst, 
leader of the Catholics in Germany, and the 
introduction by Dr. Tappert of the following 
resolutions, which were adopted. 

We, six thousand German Catholics, ‘rom all 
parts of United States, gathered at the First German 
Catholie convention of America, now in session at 
Chicago, think it our principal and first duty to ex- 
sress miost hearty and sincere congratulations to 
Fis holine:s, Pope Leo XIII, the only fa_her of Cath- 
olic Christianity, on the occasion of hisapproaching 
golden iach jubilee, and to acquaint his holiness 
of our deepest submission under his infallible min- 
istry as the representative of Christ and successor 
to Saint Peter. In connection with our mcs* respect- 
fulhomage cnthe occasion ofthe jubilee of the 
highest shepherd, we dec'iare ourselves in full ac- 
cord with the wish of his holin: ss to have his terri- 
torial sovereignty restored. as stated in the commu- 
nication of his holiness to Cardinal Kampolla, state 
secretary of his holiness, dated July, 1557. 

May this jubilee of the holy father become in the 
mean time a y2ar of jubilee for the whole of Christ- 
endom, by. the fulfillment of this demand of his 
holiness, as peaceful as itis just. 

Being German Catholics in America, we connect 
the attachment to the holy church and the attach- 
went to our adopted fatherland with ‘the a) proba- 
tion of German ideas. We thefefore tell cur wisest 
and highest shepherd, as well as our American-born 
fellow-citizens, that we simply, by eur Gliaging to 
German mother-tongue and to our good national 
habits, are able to fulfill our duties to both of you— 
thatistoke good Catholics and good American 
citizens. 

B.sed on the principle warranted by experience, 
to whom the school belongs to the future, we ex- 
press our most hearty approval to our German 
Catholic priests for their successful efforts to pre- 
serve and nurse true religicn and the German lan- 
guage by the founding and maintenance of parish 
schools. We also request the clergy and people to 
continue inthe common developmeut and pertec- 
tion of schools, that afford a combination of spirited 
cultivation and religious moral education, the only 
sure guarantee of the good education of youth. 

Tothe honorable representatives of the German 
and Catholic press, editors and publishers, we give 
our fullest acknowledgments and our most hearty 
thanks for their strictly united connection, in the 
German Catholic press association, and ior the 
beautiful first production of its jubilee edition in 
honor to our holy father, Leo XII. Before the 
United German Catholics of America, we ask these 
German missionaries to continue fighting the battles 
of God with united firmness. with genume German 
perseverance, to the glory of the hely church and 
tor the general benefit of our brave German Catho- 
lic population, ' 

Considering the labor question, we would like to

THE HEAVY FAILURE OF WHEELER & CO 


Schedules of Ives’s Assignment—An Old 
English Bank Breaks—Some Other 
Business Failures Told.

New Haven, Conn., September 6.—Devel 
opments today in E. 8. Wheeler & Co.’s fail- 
ure have been very meagre and unsatisfactory. 
A formal assignment was made this morning, 
Samuel A.Galpin, secretary of the New Haven 
Wire company, being named as assignee, and 
the hearing set down for September 13th. No 
statement of the liabilities and assets was filed 
and all attempts to learn the names of banks 
and business houses interested,and the amount 
of money involved, haye failed, and every ef- 
fort to obtain even an approximate statement 
has elicited only evasive replies. The liabili- 
ties are estimated at from $1,000,000 to 
$2,000,000, and local banks are said 
to hold Wheeler’s paper for the following 
amounts: The Mechanics National bank, $40,- 
000; City bank, $80,000; Yale National, $27,- 
000; First National, $170,000. The National 
Tradesman bank holds a large block of Wheel- 
er’s vere, as do the Merchants National, and 
New Haven County National, but they de- 
cline to es any information as to the 
amount. Brown Bros. & Company, of New 
York;are reported heavy carriersof Wheeler's 
ee er, anda strong belief prevaiis that it is 
1eld in quite large amounts in most of the 
rincipal cities throughout the UnitedStates. 
heeler & Co., with a capital of $300,000, 
were rated “‘B,’’ and for the last five years 
have done a yearly business of from $1,000,000 
to $5,000,000. The office building of the con- 
cern was mortgaged for $20,000; the wire mill 
building for $5,000, and E. 8. Wheeler’s house 
on Hillhouse avenue is also heavily mortgaged, 
The wire mill, which employs 40Q hands, was 
running today, but will probably close down 

until after a settlement is reached.

The house devoted the greater part of its 
session, yestetday, to the consideration of the 
bills making appropriations to the various ed- 


ucational institution of the stete. 
The first bill considered was that of Mr. Me 


Cord making an approprtation of $5,000 to the 
State University for repair to buildings. 

On motion of Mr. Ham debate was limited 
to thirty minutes. 

Mr. McCord took the floor and said the ar 
guinent in the discussion of this bill has been 
exhausted. I believe that the house 
f® ready to vote. If any member 
maintaining views adverse to the bill is de- 
sirous of being heard, I have no disposition to 
bring the house to a vote until he can be 
heard. The issue is clear cut and clear that 
the people of Georgia desire their children 
educated.”’ 

“Somehow the idea prevails,”’ began Mr. 
Rawls, the next speaker, ‘that I am stub- 
bernly opposed to the appropriation to the 
university and to popular education, If 
I believed hat the university need- 
ed the money and could not get 
it without applying to the state treasury for it, 
I would vote for it. But there is idle land, 
useless to the state or university, in Athens, 
which is valuable, and astrip from this reserve 
if sold would yield a sum more than enough to 
repair the buildings. The land will bring from 
$1,000 to $5,000 per acre. Iam opposed to

to support secular schools. There are schools 
in every county in Georgia prepared to educate 
our sons for all the duties devolving upon 
them. There are educational institutions and 
colleges equal to the university. This bill 
will cripple all such institutions. I am willing 
to vote for an appropriation which will enable 
every child to obtain a common school educa- 
tion. I have learned long since that it,is futile 
to oppose the popular will, and believing that 
the bill will pass, I content myself with simply 
giving my reasons for voting against it. 

” Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, said—This bill 
does not touch education or colleges. 

“The bill simply provides for the protection 
and proper care of the state's property. The 
question is simply this: Will you protect the 

roperty that belongs to you, or will you let it 
9 a the refuge of bats and owls?”

He was not 
there to antagonize the university because it is 
for whites, but to vote conscientiously according 
to the dictates of humanity and reason.

-schools. It is bad policy and wreng to tax the 
people of Newnan to support high schools else- 
where. .

the senate education committee will make a 
réport early this morning tothe full committee 
in regard to the Glenn co-education bill. The 
prevailing rumor is that the sud-committee’s 
report will be adverse to the passage of the 
bill. The bill was amended yesterday by the 
author, who changed the penal c}ause from the

A Wise Provision. 

Mr. Dean introduced in the senate yester- 
day a bill that is calculated to doa great deal 
of good, and in a great measure to lessen the 
probability of accidents on‘railreads, Kx peri- 
ence has shown that a large number of acci- 
cents -that happen are due in a sreat measure 
to the fact that the railroad emploves in 
charge of the train had been overwenteal . The 
engineer who falls asleep at his post does so 
because the company requires him to labor 
beyond the power of ordinary en:iurance. The 
bill of Mr. Dean prohibits any railroad from 
sending out trains in charge of men who have 
not had at least six hours sleep xnd rest before 
going out, and it also prescrites pains and 
penalties for the overworking of em yloyes or 
agents. It is likely that the bill will be passed 
without opposition, as there is considerable 
favorable comment upon the bil). '

AN ANIMATED DISCUSSION. 

The senate consumed some time in consider- 
ing the bill authorizing the governor to lease 
or sell to the Planter’s Warehouse company of 
Gordon county so much of the State road as 
was necessary for the erection of a warehouse 
at Calhoun.

TWO BLOODY MURDERS GEORGIA NEWS BRIEFED. 


A Negro Man Shoots a White 
Woman to Death. 


THE WOODS BEING SCOURED FOR HIM. 


Joe Hall Kills Mr. R. E. Lewis by Striking 
Him With a Rock—The Murderer 
Caught—Full Particulars. 


Rocxmarr, Ga., September 6.—[{Special.]— 
A telegram was received here yesterday from 
Cross Plains, Ala., requesting the arrest, on 
sight, of a negro boy, aged eighteen or twenty, 
who had killed a white man by name of Lewis, 
at Cross Plains. In a few minutes after it was 
received, such a negro passed along the rail- 
toad through town A. G. Bullock, the city 
marshal, pursued, captured and imprisoned 
the fugitive. He acknowledged knocking a 
man in the head with a rock, but didn’t know 
he was dead. Officers arrived and conveyed 
him to Cross Plains, A reward of $25 was of- 
fered for his arrest, 

The killing took place Saturday about dark, 
at Cross Plains, in Calhoun county. Mr. R. 
KE, Lewis, a prominent white citizen, was the 
one murdered. The negro Hall had been 
rocking Mr. Lewis’ cows, when the latter re- 
monstrated with him. A quarrel ensued, 
which resulted in the negro boy-picking up a 
large rock and with great force hurled it at 
Mr. Lewis, striking himon the left temple. 
The skull was shattered, and the wound was a 
horrible sight, Mr. Lewis never spoke after 
he was hit and in about thirty minutes died. 

Another killing took place in the same coun- 
tyon Friday night, being the murder of a 
white woman by a negro man, This occurred 
near Duke’s, on the East and West railroad. 
It seems that the negro and the woman’s hus- 
band had previously some falling out. On the 
night mentioned above the black scoundrel 
went to the house of the man and calle@ him 
out. The wife went to the door, however, and 
perhaps thinking it was the one he intended 
to kill, shot her down. The negro then ran 
away, and has not: been seen since. 

These two murders have created great ex- 
citement and indignation ‘in Calhoun county. 
The woods are being scoured by several parties 
of men on horseback.

Houston states that the boy’s body 
was cut up fearfully, that Rachael isa regular 
brute, and that he intends to prosecute him. 
Twiggs & Verdery are looking into the mat- 
ter With a view to prosecuting him.

He saysthat the ob- 
ject of his party is not to relieve the poor, 
but'to abolish poverty. This is such a fine dis- 
tmetion that few will appreciate it. 
As the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser_ sugg@sts, when a physician is 
teafied to see a patient, it would be 
4n outrage on humanity and a disgrace to 
his profession if he should say that his medi- 
cine was not intended to cure particular 
persons, but to relieve the community in 
general, though his fee for services would 
be just the same. 

This is the George idea. The poor may 
suffer; but solongas Mr. George’s paper, 
the Standard, receives in subscriptions the 
amount that would relieve many poor peo- 
ple in New York, the cause of anti-poverty 
is on a boom, anda very big boom at that, 

There is no doubt that Mr. George means 
business. He hasa contribution box of his 
own, and al! that goes into it goes to enrich 
Mr. George. He is the ‘‘poverty,’’ as well 
as the ‘‘anti-poverty,’’ and all the money 


‘that comes to his mill is so much made. 


The poor may suffer, but, so long as Mr. 
George doesn’t suffer, the anti-poverty cause 
is getting along swimmingly.

The Exeter Theater Fire. 

Another horrible calamity is added to the 
dismal list of theater fires. It isa list which 
has grown altogether too long, and for its 
extension carelessness, stupidity and stingi- 
mess are large!y responsible. 

Over one hundred people have been burn- 
edand trampled to death in ‘‘one of the 
finest theaters in England,”’ 

It was considered ‘‘one of the finest’’ prob- 
ably because of its gorgeous furniture, its 
gilded boxes and its elegant stage appliances. 
But we learn what sort of a man-trap it 
really was from the statement that the gallery 
had but one exit. 

The architect and the proprietor of this 
theater had lavished money on ornamenta- 
tion and had been criminally negligent of 
the many methods of protecting human life 
in such places. They had done everything 
to allure the public and nothing to protect 
it against fire or panic. The English 
authorities are usually very careful in such 
matters, and it is surprising that they had 
mot condemned this miserable box, which 
was a‘ivertised as ‘‘one of the finest theaters 
in England.” It was not a fit place for 
public gatherings in any civilized commu- 
nity. 

In the United States public sentiment is 
becoining more exacting in its demands that 
theaters and public halis shall be construct- 
ed with every reasonable precaution against 
fire and every facility for escape, In some 
states laws have been enacted to secure the 
safety of the people in such buildings. In 
@ther localities the people enforce their 
opinions on this subject by refusing to pat- 
ronize any theater which is not constvucted 
with a view to safety as well as comfort. 
The finest theater in Washington has never 
been well patronized simply because its en. 
trance is not on the ground floor. 

But it will not do to depend on the pru- 
dence of the public for protection against 
danger in theaters. In ali cigjes buildings 
are inspected by public officials with a view 
#0 their safety. This inspection should be 
made particularly close in the case of thea- 
ters. Whenever a new theater is to be 


protection against fire and panic. 

Theaters which are already built should 
be made to comply to these requirements. 
It is not possible to prevent loss of life from 
such disasters as that at Exeter, but many 
of the lives that have been sacrificed in 
theater fires could have been saved if there 
had been reasonable provisions for escape. 
The Exeter fire is one of the most disgrace- 
ful instances of the kind on record.

An Old Story Exploded. 

Some of the northern writers of war his- 
tory have shown a disposition to make their 
narratives picturesque at the expense of 
truth. In very few instances have they 
ever revised their campaign documents. 
When they have once made a statement 
they stick to it and ignore all the proof that 
is offered by the other side. 

Everybody recollects the old story about 
John Brown on his way to the scaffold. The 
northern historians say that their hero bent 
down and kissed a little negrochild. Poets 
and artists have described and pictured this 
scene, and it will doubtless never be elimin- 
ated from the history of that period. 

Yet nothing of the kind ever occurred. 
There is not the slightest foundation for the 
story. Perhaps the most satisfactory con- 
tradiction isthe one made by the Hon. 
Andrew Hunter, who was the prosecuting 
attorney for the state of Virginia in the 
memorable trial of John Brown. Ina re- 
cent account of the case Mr. Hunter says 
that on the day of the execution he saw 
everything that occurred. Brown, on his 
march to the gallows, was completely sur- 
rounded by soldiers. It was impossible for 
a negro to gettohim. He-was not within 
reach of a negro child, and certainly did not 
have an opportunity of kissing one. 

This statement from a. reputable eye-wit- 
ness ought to settle the matter, but it will 
not. The northern people for generations 
to come will take stock in the baby episode, 
and Mr. Hunter’s honest effort to furnish 
the facts will simply irritate them and ex- 
eite their wrath. Of course all this is dis- 
couraging, but it should make usall the 
more in earnest about vindicating the truth 
of history. Let us get the facts printed for 
the benefit of some iyture Macaulay.

Altogether Too Improbable. 

The telegraphie account of the alleged re- 
appearance of Marsh T. Polk, Tennessee’s 
defaulting state treasurer, in the City of 
Mexico, will not be credited by many.

He recrossed the line, was captured and 
was carried to Nashville.

Trouble in the British Isles. 

George Alfred ‘Townsend, who is now trav- 
elingin England, is not particularly struck 
with the British way of doing things. He 
finds things in London pretty much as they 
were twenty-five yearsago. There has been 
neither progress nor improvement. Every- 
thing is the same. ‘The finest hotels in Lon- 
don have worse service than the country 
hotels in America, and there now appears 
to be no probability that British imbecility 
will ever make any advance over the present. 

When a full-blooded American arrives in 
the English metropolis, he very quickly has 
his energy reduced by the formal laziness and 
carelessness with which he finds himself 
surrounded. The British never rise unti] 
nine or ten o'clock, though it is daylight at 
four. There is no systemanywhere, and no 
hurry; np attempt to please people, and no 
effort made in any of the public houses to 
provide for the comfort of the guests, 

Worse than this, Mr. Townsend finds that 
every man of any note who goes to London 
is expected to dine with every cad to whom 
he is introduced. This appears to be a cus- 
tom of the country. Whenever a Britisher 
makes a new acquaintance, he asks him to 
dine, and this leads to invitations from other 
cads. 

Mr. Townsend compares this deadly

British habit tothe American habit of in- 


| troducing everybody to each other, It must 


be confessed that the British have the ad- 
vantage of us inthis respect. Itis far better 
to dine, even among uncongenial spirits, 
than to be introduced to hundreds of people 
you don’t want to know and whom you will 
never meet again. But this isthe American 
weakness. It is supposed to be in the na- 
ture of hospitality, but it isa very mild form 
indeed. It is worse than provincial, for it 
goes on the theory that whoever one person 
knows should be known by all persons, 
whether they are congenial or not. 

The American folly, however, is harmless 
and fleeting. In this country, you are not 
supposed to know those to whom you are 
introduced, and, indeed, it would be linpos- 
sible, In England you are not supposed to 
know those with whom you dine, and it is 
not necessary, provided the dinner is a good 
one, 

We are told also that the American news- 
paper correspondents in London are in great 
trouble, These correspondents manpage to 
assimilate Lritish ideas after a very short 
siay in her majesty’s dominion; but the 
Americans whom they introduce into high- 
life persist in dining exclusively with their 
knives. Weare very sorry for those high- 


a wide field for teaching Americans to 
do honor to the flag by eating with their 
forks. 


Two Robbers. 

It is the general impression that the 
struggle between Russia and England for 
the possession of Afghanistan cannot be 
much longer delayed. : ) 

These two great powers are so evenly 
matched that neither is likely to make a 
complete scoop. The result must inevitably 
be a more or less equal division of the cov- 
eted territory. 

From a disinterested standpoint it is im- 
possible to sympathize with Russia or Eng-

their way through Central Asia until Af- 
chanistan is all that separates them. They

to appropriate American territory. The 
value of the prize does not tempt them. 
What they want is not the land but certain 
military advantages. Not long ago an 
Afghan chief said: ‘My country produces 
nothing but men and stones; and the men 
will die rather than give up the stones.”’ 
This is true patriotism and heroism, and it 
is a deplorable state of civilization that will 
permit such a people tobe robbed and 
butchered to gratify the lust of conquest. 
One of these days Russia and England 
will meet and have it out, With all inter- 
vening barriers swept away, they will find 
themselves face to face and then the work 
of cutting throats will commence in earn- 
est. The permanent crippling of both

A Man With a Memory.

Just before Sherman advanced on his Geor™ 


gia campaign, a man supposed to be a rebel spy was 
one day arrested In a union camp.

I must not answer him according to his manner, 
lest Ialso be like unto him: and self-respect s g- 
gests not to answer him atall. I trust that his fuii- 
ure to femean himself in a way worthy of his holy 
calli: g shall not mislead mein writing this letter 
into unmindtulness of the respect due to his sacred 
office if not to him, 

I have no desire to give him another opportunity 
to fling open the floodgates of abuse and yitupera-

The defense in 
both journals is so able and satisfactory, and is so 
grateful to me in that it treats of matters about 
which modesty would counsel me to be mute, that 
it precludes the necessity, if any existed, of defend- 
ing myself against the reverend gentleman’s iil ad- 
vised and strangely intemperate language. Besides, 
if I were all his fancy has painted me—a ‘‘base 
hireling of the whiskey ring,” and all that~how 
could that affect the question of plagarism?

Meade, by special order in April, 1868, remov- 
ed Judge Clarke from office. Judge Augustus 
Reese, of Madison, shared the same fate. These 
were the only judges in Georgia who were turn- 
ed out of office in this way. 

In 1868 Judge Clarke was chosen by the state 
democratic convention as elector-at-large, with 
John B. Gordon, for Seymour and 
Blair. He made an active canvass. He was 
elected to the senate from the 11th district for 
the term of 1878-79, and took a prominent part 
in the work of the legislature. He was, for 
a number of years, a member of the state 
democratic executive committee, and has 
always been a staunch democrat, taking an ac- 
tive part, except since occupying a piace on 
the bench. Asa judge he has never taken an 
active part in politics, 

From 1868 until November, 1882, he devoted 
his time to the practice of law. In 1882 he 
was clected, by the legislature, judge of the 
Pataula circuit, and last November was re- 
elected without opposition upon the unanimous 
request of the barof his cireuit. Judge Clarke 
was not present in Atlanta at all prior to the 
election. 

Two years ago Mercer university conferred 
upon him the degree of LL. D., and a year 
later he was chosen professor of ancient lan- 
guages in the same institution, was urged to 
accept, but declined. 

Judge Clarke is short in stature, but is ex- 
ceedingly active and muscular for one of his 
age. He has never used tobacco nor strong 
drink, and his friends urge his splendid health 
as one of many Yreasons why he should be 
chosen to the vacant position. He has never 
lost a single day because of ill health while on 
the bench.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, September 6—The wheat market was 
dull and fluctuations within narrow limits. Trade 
was light, and outside news without any special 
weight. The general range of prices was 14c under 
the closing of yesterday, but it was a little above 
vesterday’s average. There were very few outside 
orders, and local scalpers were disgusted at the dull- 
ness of the market.

The more deferred 
deliveries closed about 4c better than yesterday. 
Taken all around there was a pretty bullish under- 
tone to the market, but the smaller class of holders 
manifest a desire to let go on every little bulge of 
moment. Surface indications do not show that there 
are any large operators interested heavily on the 
bull side. 

Oats were weak early, owing to the selling out by 
parties who had bought yesterday, but with lighter 
estimated receipts for tomorrow, a decrease in the 
supply in sight and some good investment buying 
the speculative market firmed up again. 

Provisions were queit. Short ribs for September 
and October delivery again rather monopolized at- 
tention, thouzh after a brisk spurt of life early in 
the day they rather sympathized with the general 
market.

A Contest Between the Crack 
Shots of Atlanta and Rome. 


SOME EXCELLENT SCORES MADE, 


The Two Clubs Meet in Peters Park and 
Contend for Supremacy—The Home 
Marksmen Win the Honor. 


The Romans came and saw, but, unlike 
those under Julius Cwsar, they did not con- 
quor. 

But they came on a different mission. They 
came to test their skill with the shotgun, in 
generous rivalry. They contended bravely, 
got vanquished and went home happy—that is, 
as happy as discomforted pigeon shooters could 
well be, 

For many weeks the members of the Gun 
club of Rome and those of the Gun club of 
Atlanta have been practicing assiduously to 
prepare for the contest which occurred yes- 
terday. 

The match between these clubs, which took 
place in Rome on the 16th of Atgust, was en- 
joyable to all the participants. On that occas- 
ion Rome was victorious by a score of 162 to 
149. The Atlanta boys were not satisfied, and 
resolved to have another trial of skill on their 
own grounds. They invited their victors to 
come to Atlanta, and the invitation was cheer- 
fully accepted. 

ARRIVAL OF THE CLUB. 

When the passenger train from Rome rolled 
into the car shed at precisely 11:06 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, it was met by anumber of 
prominent Atlanta people, who had been 
waiting some time to receive the visiting gun- 
ners. Among others the following memovers 
of the Atlanta Guneclub were there to give 
them a welcome and escort them to the Kim- 
ball house: Messrs. Clarke, Hefnphill, Cal- 
houn, Arnall, Fuller and Leonard. The visi- 
tors were J. J. Seay, president of the Rome 
club, and J. B. Holmes, W. M. Towers, C. W. 
Underwood, R. H. Towers, J. E. Veal, D. B. 
Hamilton, R. T. Armstrongand W.H. Ad- 
kins, and several friends of the club who mere- 
ly came to witness the contest. 

’ The visitors were conducted to the Kimball 
house, where they dined at 12 o’clock, in com- 
pany with a considerable number of the At- 
lanta club. Assoon as their meal was finished 
the two clubs went in a body to the corner of 
Peachtree and Marietta streets and took seats 
in two open cars which had been chartered for 
the occasion. The park was reached about 
twenty ininutes before two o’clock: Each one 
of the contestants had his own gun and he 
primed it and sighted it asif he was certain 
of out-shooting all his competitors. 

Captain Arnalland Mr. Block officiated as 
scorers and judges, and Dr. Berkely was ap- 
pointed to sit with them as umpire. These 
gentlemen occupied the judges’ stand. 

The members of the two clubs were provid- 
ed with benches within the baseball field, just 
below the grand stand. 

The five traps,of the regulation pattern,were 
arranged in the customary way,about eighteen 
yards fremn the place where 
the shooter was to stand, 
These traps were equal distance apart. One 
threw the pigeon in straight direction from 
the gunner; another huried it yertically; and 
then made it describe a_ graceful 
curven and another elevated it in 
eccentric fashion, calculated to disconcert the 
man with the gun. Wires were attached to all 
the traps, and these wires were manipulated 
by a sma}! boy who sat in a chair not far from 
the grand stand. The little fellow was cun- 
ning. He would spring the very trap that would 
be most puzzling to the marksman. The man 
standing with gun in hand conld not easily 
see all the traps at once, so he had to look first 
at one and then at another with lightning-like 
rapidity, or he would fail to desery the oval 
missive as it was hurled into the air. This 
adds much to the difficulties in the way of the 
gunner, and accounts for some of the indiffer- 
ent scores made. 

The conditions were that each contestant 
should have twenty-five shots, and that blue 
rock pigeons should be used. The members 
of the two clubs would shootfive shots altern- 
ately. 

THE SHOOTING BEGINS. 

At2 o’clock the contest began. By this 
time a number of spectators had seated them- 
selves in the grand stand. 

Dr. J. B. Holmes, one of the crack shots of 
the visiting club, was the first man to try his 
He missed the first pigeon, but brought 
down in fine style the four other in quick suc- 
cession. He was cheered as he took down his 
smoking gun and returned to his seat. 

There came an Atlanta man, Mr. L. J. Al- 
ston, who leoked like he was going to outdo 
his predecessor. He missed the first pigeon 
and brought down Sthe next three and missed 
the fifth. 

Then came Messrs, Towers, Freeman, Un- 
derwood, glLyon, Towers, Thornton, Veal, 
sovyd, Hamilton, Hemphill, Sevy, Clarke, 
Armstrong, Anderson, Willie Hemphill, Leon- 
ard, in the order named. Each man went to 
work as if he expected to bring down all five 
birds. Jt remained, however, for Mr. Boyd, 
of Atlania, to accomplish this feat. When he 
came forward bets were made that 
would ~ make four points. But 
he cid better than that — he 
brought down five without a miss. This 
achievement was loudly applauded. 

Dut it remained for another Atlantian, 
Will Hemphill, the youngest member of the 
ciub, to beat this. This remarkable young 
marksinan actually broke twelve pigeons in 
succession. His wonderful feat elicited the

THEY WERE BOUND OVER, 


The Goldsmith Negroes are Taken to Deca- 
tur for a Preliminauy Trial. 


Jack Goldsmith and Henry Goldsmith, the 
two negro brothers who were ringleaders in 
the Decatur riot, were taken out of the Ful- 
ton county jail early yesterday morning and 
carried to the DeKalb county courthouse for 
a preliminary trial. The prisoners were re- 
moved frum Fulton to Dekalb county by 
Sheriff Austin and a posse without any 
trouble. They were quiet, and as they ne 
Decatur somewhat uneasy. The courthouse was 
crowded when the officers entered with their 
prisoners, but no demonstrations of any kind 
were made. Mr. Hooper Alexander, attorney 
for the Goldsmith brothers, announced ready 
when the cases were called,and a half hundred 
witnesses were called and examined. The 
evidence showed that Jack Goldsmith had 
taken a prominent part in the row at the taber- 
nacle, and had been among the foremost who 
assaulted the officers when Hubert was rescugd. 
It was also shown that Jack Goldsmith was 
present when the fight occured in the cut, and 
that he had a drawn knife just before the firing 
began. The evidence against Henry Gold- 
smith was not so damaging as that against his 
brother, but it was sufficent to cause the 
justice to bind him over. The 
trial justice, in concluding the case deci- 
ded that Jack Goldsmith shonld give a bond in 
the sum of five hundred dollars for his appear- ° 
ance before the DeKalb superior court to an- 
swer toacharge of rescuing prisoners from 
ofticers, and that Henry Goldsmith should 
make bond in the sum oi three hundred dol- 
lars. Neither negro was able tomake the 
bond, and both passed the night in the county 
jail at Decatur. The Goldrmith negroes are 
well known in DeKalb county and both think 
they can make bond. They will be allowed to 
remain in Decatur for a few days, in order to 
secure the proper surities to their bonds, but 
if they tail will soon be returned to Fulton 
county jail, where they will remain until their 
cases are called in court for final trial.

Born and reared in Atlanta, he 
knew everybody and everybody. knew him, 
and by everybody he was liked and 
admired. He was a son of Colonel 
Simms, who, during his life, was «a prominent 
member of the Atlanta bar. When Mr. Simms 
was in his boyhood the war came on, and with- 
outa thought of the danger into which he 
was rushing, he enlisted in the Seventh Geor- 
gia and went to the front, where he remained 
until the last gun had been fired. After the 
war he made Atlanta his home, but about five 
years ago went to Chicago, where he remained 
awhile.

He was always a_ stout, healthy, neat- 
looking gentleman, and gave promise of 
a long life. |

Last week he came to Atlanta but was still 
able to move about. On Monday he began to 
sink, and for the first day he wes unable to 
leave his bed. After that he went down erap- 
idly, and early yesterday morning died quietly 
and peaceably in the presence of his sisters.

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Two at a Negro and One at the 
Crowd Following Him. 


A DESPERATE NEGRO WITH A PISTOL. 


Andy Hayes, 0 Shovel Handler atthe Pied- 


mont Park, Attempts to Kill 
a Wagon Driver. 


The Piedmont exposition grounds sprang to 
the front yesterday morning with its first 
criminal story, which was in the shape of a 
desperate assault with intent to murder. 

The characters in the tragedy were Andy 
Hays and Peter Thompson. 

Both negroes—for they are both of that 
race—have been working at the exposition 

unds for some months, Hays has been 
andling a pick, while Thompson coined his 
wages handling a team belonging to Mr. John 
Faith. Hays, it appears, has a knotty disposi- 
tion and Thompson is not any too even. The 
negroes have had several difficulties, but for 
some reason failed to mix. On Saturday after- 
noon they had a pee which was quite bois- 
terous apa was heard by all who were near 
them. Hays was the offensive party in the 
racket, but Thompson came out conqueror, On 
yesterday morning Hays went to his 
work for the first time this week, 
having laid off Monday. He was handling a 
shovel in the center of the race track, and was 
working industriously when Thompson drove 
up and began unloading dirt. Hays was fully 
fifty yards from the wagon, and, without say- 
ing a word, dropped his shovel, and walking 
up to the wagon, said: 

“‘Say, Thompson, I guess you would like to 
have that row out now.”’ 

Thompson made no reply to the remark, and 
continued to unload his wagon. The negro’s 
silence increased Hays’s anger, and drawing a 
pistol, began flourishing itaround. The pistol 
and Hays’s loud language attracted the atten- 
tion of the workmen, many of whom threw 
down their picks and shovels and started to- 
wards the wagon. Hays saw the crowd ap- 
proaching, and leveling his pisto] at Thomp- 
son, said: 

“I guess you had just as well go to hell now 
as at any time.’’ 

Almost before he had ceased speaking he 
ulled the trigger. A loud report fol- 
owed, and Thompson leaped out of the wagon. 

Hays leaped forward, and as Thompson 
dodged underone of the mules another shot 
followed. The second one proved more effect- 
ive than the first, anda yell followed from 
Thompson as he dropped to the ground. The 
firing attracted the attention of every one on 
the ground, and as they began moving towards 
the wagon Hays, with pistol in hand, wheeled 
around and started off. Just then some one 
pulled Thompson from under the wagon. A 
stream of blood -was_ flowing from his 
left shoulder, near his reast, and 
he was groaning loudly. The sight of the blood 
induced the belief that Thompson had been 
killed and some one cried out: ) 

“Catch that man. He has killed Thomp- 
son.”’ , i. 

Instantly a hundred men; some~ blaek, some 
white, started in pursuit., Hays did not have 
much start, and ae crowd bedin to close the 
gap. Seeing that he was liable to be overtaken 
Hays wheeled and fired fat’ his\pugsueérs. 
The shot did not intimidate’ thé crowd, 
and in a minute Hays was a prisoner. 
His immediate captors were negroes, and for 
a few minutes there was every indication that 
Hays would be lynched so infuriated were 
they. Tom Terry, once a policeman, quickly 
saw Hays’s danger, and, grabbing him, hurried 
him away towards the city. The ’phone atthe 
grounds was used to notify the police authori- 
ties, and Call Officer Green went out and met 
the officers having the negro. Hays reached 
police headquarteas heavily ironed and was 
placed in acell. He was booked for assault 
with intent to murder and lockedup. Thomp- 
son’s wound was examined. The ball entered 
the left shoulder, penetrating the bone and 
making a painfuland serious but not fatal 
wound. |
